BEGAN AS A CHORE BOY. 

Sampson's Rise from W node hopper te 
Rear Admiral. 

Admiral Sainimon is a man of the 
people. Neither wraith nor birth has 
helped him win his oak leaf and anchor 
shoulder straps. Brains alone were 
his heritage. His father was a farm¬ 
hand. a day laborer, who earned a liv¬ 
ing in a rural community by doing a 
day's work here and another there, 
splitting wood for one man, plowing

time for a third. Such are the [Missi- 
biliiies of the republic. 

Although it graduate of tlie academy 
it Annaitolis William T. Samiison prac¬ 
tically “came into the navy through 
tlie liuwsepipe," as the sailors have it. 
Sons of ftirni hands are not commonly 
MpIMiinted naval cadets, even in this 
democratic country. As liis father was 
a farmhand, so young Sampson was a 
chore boy. lit- "worked out” too. lie 
split wood, raked hay and dug pota¬ 
toes at so much per day. and it wasn't 
so very much cither. 

Bill William Sampson was no ordi¬ 
nary chore hoy. lie liked books, aud 
he studied hard, not because lie had to, 
but la-cause he wanted to. Even iu a 
little village a boy who shows merit is 
hound to lie appreciated. Young Samp¬ 
son was. The local dignitary, "Squire” 
Soiithwick of Palmyra. N. Y., where 
Sampson was horn, took an interest In 
him. and when the "Squire's” friend, 
E. B. Morgan, was elected to Congress 
South wick used ids Influence to have 
"that Billy Sampson" appointed to the 
Naval academy, lie must have felt 
somewhat ill at ease among so many 
young aristocrats, but If he dhl he let 
no oue know it. 

It was iu 1 So 7 that he went to An¬ 
napolis, so when he graduated at the 
head of his class four years later he 
found the times ripe for Ills services. 
Without reviewing liis naval career It 
Is of interest right here to mention an 
incident which happened to him early 
in the eivll war. 

He was a liciitcuutit and executive 
officer on the gunboat 1 ‘atapsco, which 
was part of the blockading squadron 
off Charleston. One day the war de¬ 
partment decided that Charleston must 
to* taken. The Confederates had sow¬ 
ed the harbor thick witli mines and 
torpedoes, so Lieutenant Sampson was 
ordered to take Hie Patapsco iu and 
clear them out. It meant almost cer¬ 
tain destruction, but some one had tu 
do it. In under the belching gnus of 
tlie forts steamed the gunboat. 

It was a spectacular progress. Every 
fort yelled a murderous welcome. 
Steadily the little ship moved on her 
business. The heights were lined with 
sharpshooters, and soon they began to 
sweep her decks with bullets that cume 
in whistling sheets like rain in a sud¬ 
den storm. Sampson ordered the ma¬ 
rines and sailors below to lie behind 
the iron protection. Inn himself kept 
liis position on tlie bridge all aloue. 

Then the til ing ceased with startling 
suddenness. The next instant tin-iron¬ 
clad went up into the air. rent into 
fragments by a giant torpedo. Lieu¬ 
tenant Sampson was blown into the 
air and fell into the water KKt feet 
away. Twenty-live of his crew were 
struggling neat him. Tlie rest, more

Meal. In S'raiirfi. 

The French are very temperate in 
food uml drink, a cup of coffee with a 
piece of bread being considered quite 
sufficient until noon, when the dejeuner 
a la fohrcliette is served. This consists 
of a first course of eggs or macaroni, a 
second of one chop each or stew, and a 
third of fruit and cheese. Plenty of 
bread (always good iu France) is eaten 
during the meal, but butter rarely, and 
m gluss or two of wine diluted with wa¬ 
ter, but never iced or sweetened, is 
drunk by each member of tho family, 
iududing the children. Dinner, usually 
at 7 o’clock, is a little more elaborate 
meal, from which soup and a salad are 
seldom omitted, and black coffee is 
often served with cognac at the end. 
Owing to the fact that so much chicory 
is used French coffee is not much to the 
taste of Anglo-Saxons. I have never yet 
had what I call a cup of “good” coffee 
iu Franco, whereas in Vienna aud Mu¬ 
nich it is simply dolioious. Coffee be¬ 
ing very dear in France (00 ceuts per 
pound for good quality) may account 
fur tbo excessive use of chicory.—What 
to Eat.

The Queen Huml>le-Bee. 

Tlte length of life of a queen bumhle- 
!>ee is probably little more Ilian a year 
at most. Here Is one reason for this 
belief. Site hatches among the late 
broods of summer, and soon after 
leaves the nest, leading a vagabond ex¬ 
istence. night and day. among the att- 
Itmuu flowers. The winter she passes 
In an earth-burrow dug by herself, and 
vmalded establishes a colony in the 
spring. These combined periods of fall 
and spring require the daily use of her 
frail wings in the held at least four 
months. Now, wo know that the wings 
1*« worker honey-bee wear oni in j 
less than half than time: also that the j 
•Id queenR who take to the field after 
4be nest breaks tip in August frequent¬ 
ly have tattered wings and soon disap¬ 
pear. Nature does not supply insects 
with new wing ceils, as it supplies 
birds with new wing feathers. So tlie 
loss of the power of flight at this sea - 
aon of the year to the queen bumble-bee 
weans the loss of life.—St. Nicholas. 

The Hoomerang. 

One of the most remarkable weapons 
tised by sa vage races in war or in limit - 
in* Is the boomerang of the aborigines 
Of Australia. It is of hard wood, bent 
In a curve, and i« from two feet to two 
feet nine Inches long by from two to 
three inches broad. It has one side 
convex, the other flat, with a sharp 
edge along the convexity of the curve. 
The curve varies greatly In different 
Instruments. When to be thrown. It is 
taken in the hand by the handle i which 
lias cross cuts on it> and held tip at 
arm's length over the shoulder. With 
the convex edge forward and the Hat

skip down, it i« then thrown directly 
onward with a strong quick tting. as if 
to hit someone forty yards in advance. 
The hand Is drawn hack at the same 
time, with a movement like that in the 
"screw-<1 tack" stroke at billiards. The 
missilleislowly ascends in the air. whirl¬ 
ing round and round, and describing a 
curved line of progress till ii roaches 
n considerable height, when it Imgins 
to retrograde, and finally, if thrown] 
With sufficient force, falls eiglil or ten 
yards behind the thrower, or it may 
fall near him. This surprising motion 
is produced by the bulged side of tlie 
missile. The air impinging thereon 
lifts the instrument in the air. exactly 
as by hitting the oblique liars in a 
windmill, it forces It to go round. It 
should be added that the path of the 
boomerang can he varied bv the will 
of the thrower, and that ihe sweep of 
no two boomerangs exactly agrees. The 
force with which it flies is great: the 
Jlev. J. G. Wood has seen a dog killed 
on the spot, and nearly ent in two l>y 
the stroke.

Many of the soldiers threw away all 
tlieir belongings in order to fill up their 
knapsacks with gold, hut only a few of 
those who carried the heavy wealth 
were aide to drag the burden lo the 
frontier, and the very gold which waa 
intended for I heir benefit was the caUM 
of their perishing.
